OUR CHICAGO LETTER. 


ExcURSIONISTS still string into Chicago 
to see “the ruins”; but the most remark- 
able thing to be secn here is the cheerful 
spirit in which people face their losses, 
and take up the weary work of retrieval. 
One sees few long visages, hears little 
qhining. There isa general disposition 
to make the best of it Retrenchment is 
the order of the day. A good many pco- 
ple who used to roll along in their own 
carriages now ride to business in the 
street-cars, Isce men who were wont - 
eat expensive dinners at ‘Kinsley’ 

insley caters to his customers in @ one- 
story shanty, about 15x30, now) taking 
their noon lunch at cheap restaurants, 
standing at a counter, with a cup of coffee 
ja one hand and a sandwich in the other. 
The luxurious offices, triumphs of weneer- 
ing and upholstery, are dreamy recollec- 
tious. Wholesale merchants do their 
pusiness on pine desks, knocked together 
with carpenters’ hammers. Those who 
grea little dainty stain them in imitation 
of black walnut, and fill the nail-holes 
qith putty; those who are not do neither. 
As to domestic matters, I think there was 
pever such a making over of last year’s 
dresses, and such a scheming to make a 








little moncy go a long ways in Christmas 
presents. 

Of course, all this is not so very hard. 
But it és hard for multitudes who have 
been accustomed to the comforts of our 
ell-to-do middle classes to be burned out 
of homes, clothing, and work—to be de- 
pendent, as many such are, for even the 
necessities of existence on the pittances 
which the Relicf Committee can furnish. 
These are the ones on whom the disaster 
Jays the heaviest hand. Many have no 
friends here; many are invalids; many 
hopelessly broken up in business; many 
have lost all heart; many who in ordinary 
times could find and fill remunerative 
places in some lig!it employment are quite 
mable to endure the rough work of carry- 
ing hods and wheeling barrows—the one 
resort to which the able-bodied unem- 
ployed can turn when nothing else is open. 
It has been found necessary to organize 
the relief work with reference to looking 
them up before actual starvation should 
drive them into tie distasteful scramble for 
food and fucl at the relief depots. 

Since the present cold weather set in 
the rclief work has grown rather than 
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shriveled in its gigantic proportions. 
While the weather was still mild sixty 
thousand people were aided more or less 
every day. Any one can figure out the 
Jeast he would be able to get along with 
in the way of food, fuel, clothes, and shel 
ter, if he were to start with nothing, and 
compute for himself how rapidly our im- 
mense relief fund must be wasting away, 
Fith over sixty thousand people chipping 
of something every day. If the winter 
continues as it has set in, laying an em- 
bargo on much of the out-door work and 
drawing heavily on the stock of fuel, the 
Relief Society will be out of money weeks 
hefore spring ovens, For the sake of the 
shivering thousinds, whose frame shanties 
@ are fearfully coll at the best, and because 
of the new blocks that are urgently needed 
for the purposes of trade, we all pray for a 
nild winter. 

Some fault has been found with the 
Management of the relief work. If angels 
wererunning it there would be grumblers. 
But its officers are men, and must get men 
for subdordinates. In some cases the 
hitter have not been well chosen, and have 
been inefficient, impudent, possibly in oc- 
tasional instances dishonest. But it is 
last dispute that the Society has operated; 
ta the whole, with great efficiency and 
fonomy. Some of our best business men 
have given their whole time to it now for 
tro months, leaving their own entangled 
tad imperiled private interests to look out 
for themselves. Had the whole city an- 
frered to the roll-call, a better man could 
tot bave been found to handle the great 
teponsibilitics of the Shelter Committee, 
firinstance, than Deacon T. M. Avery, who 
lis been at its head aud done most of its 
Work. Friends elsewhere whose donations 
felled our relief fund may rest assured 
hat their gifts are not wasted. Neither 
inthe first nor in the last year of the war 
Ws so large an army fed and sheltered at 
tice the cost, I venture to say, by the 
st quartermasters and commissaries.

HOW MUCH PROFIT IS THERE 
IN MILK FARMS? 


Turret is a generally received opinion that 
milk farms are very profitable, and every- 
where we find a general desire to engage in 
the business in the neighborhood of large 
markets. Why it should be unprofitable is a 
mystery to us, provided it is carefully man- 
aged. Yet an Orange County farmer fur- 
nishes some statistics and figures, which 
seem to imply that the profits are compara- 
tively small. He says: 

“Take, for instance, 2 farm that will keep 
twenty head of cows, and what other stock 
is neceasary, and it will require 120 acres, 
which, with buildings complete for making 
milk, is worth here not less than $125 per 
acre, very often more, and we have

eapital, the interest of which is $1,260. Now 
what will twenty cows’ milk amount to? It 
is a settled question that the average yield 
per cow for the season will not, in large 
dairies, overrun 2,500 quarts, whicb, at four 
cents per quart (and we only get three cents 
from the first of May to the first of Septem- 
ber), and we have per cow $100; twenty 
cows $2,000; and there is not one dairy in 
twenty will reach $100 per cow in 1871. The 
120 acres will not keep twenty cows and the 
other necessary stock, and also raise what 
feed they must have too; so we buy all our 
feed, and it requires one ton per cow during 
the winter. Now we can show the debit and 
credit side of the account.

Leaving $160 for the farmer to keen soul and 
body together of himself and family, pay his 
taxes and interest on his debts, if he isso un- 
fortunate as to baveany. I think it plain to 
sce from the above that we producers are not 
starving any poor children except our own. 
There is another aspect of this case that it is 
well to look at, and we will see where the 
‘conspiracy’ is. Twenty cows yield, at 2,500 
quarts apiece, 50,000 quarts, which reaches 
the consumer at 10 and 12 cents per quart. 
Call it 11 cents, and say nothing of the Cro- 
ton, and they will pay $5,500 for what the 
farmers get $2,000 for. The Erie Railroad 
freight charze ($575) is paid by the retailer, 
which leaves him $2,925 for selling $2,000 
worth of milk, and the farmer furnishes all 
the capital, even the cans he takes it round 
the city in.” 


This farmer's estimate seems to us alto- 
gether too small. We known of a farm in 
Orange County, with 120 aeres, where 25 cows 
arc kept. Only one man attends them (ex- 
cept at milkizg time), and the owner, by 
adoptiag the principle of soiling, is satisfied 
that he can kecp 50 cows as easily ashe now 
does 25. The Orange County farmer’s land 
must be quite poor if it cannot keep more 
than 20 cows. It should maintain 30 or 40, All 
the produce raised on the farm should be fed 
to the cows and cattle, and nothing but the 
milk, butter, calves, and pigs sold off. An- 
other item, forgotten by the above farmer, is 
the increase in calves, A third item is the 
high price of Jand; for in many excellent 
parts of that county we know that good land 
can be bought for $80 per acre, not over $100. 
Good cows can be bought for $60 to $75. This 
farmer's figures are much too high for cost 
and too small for income. 

The great trouble with the Oranee County 
milk farmers is that they do not want any 
more to engage in the milk business. Hence 
itis natural that they should represent the 
most discouraging side. 

Athird feature is that the above farmer 
does not give prices correctly. The uniform 
prices for milk along the Erie Railroad 
are 4 cents per quart in summer, 5 cents 
per quartin April and October, and 6 cents 
per quart from November to March. So we 
think the case looks much more favorable 
than our milk farmer has made it. 





FARMERS’ BOYS. 


WE have a decided sympathy for farmers’ 
boys. Contined to the farm, and apparently 
an everlasting tread-mill of work--one unceas- 
ing round, witb little or no money to spend, 
and that very hard to get, it is no wonder 
that so many yearn for larger opportunities 
in some other sphere of life. Usually the 
old home farm is no larger than the father 
can attend to and needs for the support of 
his own family; and there is no chance for 
the younger hcirs to cut off a slice and set up 
ahome for themselves. Every young man 
hasin him a natural-born desire to be inde- 
pendent; the moment he is twenty-one he is 
anxious to work for himself. And so many 
leave the old home to try their luck ina shift- 
ing sea of commercial life, because there are 
apparently more chances than at home. Tbe 
aim and policy of parents should be to make 
home life so agreeable that boys will fecl con- 
tented, and far more disposed to keep within 
the sights and sounds of home scenes and 
labor, And onc of the best ways to make 
young people satisfied is to afford them a 
chance to earn pocket-money for themselves. 
We are glad to see this subject agitated in 
the agricultural journals; and one of them 
comes to us this week with sensible scnti- 
ments, like these: 


“How to raise pocket-money is a hard 
question fora great many farmers’ sons to 
solve. True, some may have bit little 
trouble to get it, providing their parents are 
wealtiiy; but to this class I shall not speak. 
To such boys as like to carn what they spen i. 
and have a desire to become farmers, 1 will 
present a plau by which both these ends may 
be attained to a more or less de;ree. 

“In the first place it will be} necessary to 
have asmall piece of ground—on the farm, of 
course ; to th hose who cannot get that my 
plan will not be feasible. After having got 
your land, you are ready to commence opcra- 
tions. All —_ —_— ee be =

Let 
those who can try this; it will cost them 
nothing, if they are living on farms, for all 
the work may be done at noons, night, and 
early inthe mornng. It will not only be a 
source of pleasure to them, but also of profit.’

true this is. Have any of U8 ever 
failed in our duty to our Maer, our 
neighbor, or ourselves for lack Cf knowing 
it? Who is ignorant of wiaat is right? 
No one. We have been imbued with the 
principles of good, till the knowledge of it 
appears like intuition ; and yet how often 
do we require to be reminded of our duty !

If he be a good man, he will probably 
speak of Providence, and his hopes of pro- 
longed life. Fitting it is that he should so 
speak and trust; but Providence aids 
those most who help themselves, and 
hopes avail little, although indulging in 
them iseasy. At best, they are but as @ 
rainbow, flecting and unavailable. 

If asked, “Why do you not assure 
your life?” some will tell you it isas 
much as they can do to maintain their 
families; that the present wants of their 
wives and children absorb all their limited 
means, and that they can spare nothing to 
wake a future provision for them. Allow 
that it is so; but inquire if, with the hus- 
band and father in health and strength to 
toil for them, and if with the clear head 
and busy hand of the parent, their wants 
are but just supplied, what would be their 
condition if they were to lose him, and be 
left alone in the world? That question is 
easily answered. There would be an end to 
all independence—a broken home, de- 
scent into poverty, the cold kindness of 
relations, the rcluctant charity of friends, 
the widow and the orphan undertaking 
any description of labor for the mere 
means of existence. But what else could 
be looked for? Can a man expect the 
world to do for his family what he has ro- 
fused to do for it himself? Now, these 
bitter ills may be averted by a little self- 
@enial and a resolution to act. Wives 
are very especially interested in this ques- 
tion; and, would men but advise with 
them and confide in them, in most 
cases they would find the means of effect- 
ing the assurance, and of kecping it in 
force. 

A certain number at every age must die 
fm every year. It is a law fixed and de- 
termined, admitting of no change, is just 
as unfailing os the setting of the sun; and 
the husband of the lady whose bright eye 
May scan this is quite as likely to be of the 
mumber as any other of his age. 

There are few households in which, by 
gome small self-denial, enough may not be 
spared to commence a life assurance; and, 
ence begun, the self-denial required for its 
continuance will become less and less. 
Nothing is easier than the practice of good 
when it becomes a habit, and virtue is 
always its own reward.

Andis there so much 
difference between neglecting them in 
fife and forsaking them in death, 
feaving them penniless? The more he 
doves them and cherishes them the great- 
er is his obligation to provide for them. 
Better inure them to hardship while he 
fives, if, when he die, he is to leave them 
to destitution ! 

The reader may, no doubt, intend to 
make this important provision for his 
family ; but has, while in the enjoyment of 
health, been postponing it from month to 
month, and from year to year. He knows 
that, in the event of his death, his family 
would suffer for the comforts not to say 
the necessaries of life; he has, while liv- 
ing, been willing, ay, happy to toil, in sea- 
gon and out of season, that his treasured 
ones might enjoy in abundance the “ good 
faings” of this life. Can he for a moment 
harbor the thought of the time ever 


geming when they may be neglected? If 


the father for a moment consider for how 
amall a comparative sum this provision 
may be made, and his family protected, he 
need not delay. 

At this season of the year, when so many 
testimonials of regard and affection are 


made, let one presentation be a policy of 


fife insurance. It will forever remove 
from the mind continued anxiety regard- 
fag the dependence of a family in the 
event of untimely death.
